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Future of farming key 
to rural community

FARMING has never 
been more important 
to the local economy 
and every effort is 
being made to 
strengthen West 
Dorset’s rural commu¬ 
nity, agricultural lead¬ 
ers said this week. 

Ahead of this year’s 
Melplash Show - Brid- 
port and West Bay’s tra¬ 
ditional farming fair - 
organisers have delivered 
a message to the wider 
community to get behind 
rural craftsmen and food 
producers. 

The show, which marks 
its 167th year next week, 
is set to attract around 
20,000 visitors to the 
showground at West Bay, 
with an array of live¬ 
stock, produce and agri¬ 
cultural machinery on 
display. 

And show bosses say 
the event provides a 
unique opportunity for 
the farming and non¬ 
farming communities to 
come together to help 
boost local agriculture. 

Show secretary Lucy 
Hart said the Melplash 
Agricultural Society - the 
charity behind the event 
- is investing for the fu¬ 
ture, targeting resources 
on helping to inform 
younger generations. 

She said: “Everyone I 


know is passionate about 
educating people on how 
and where food is pro¬ 
duced - that is something 
we really want to get 
across at the show this 
year. 

“Our local agricultural 
heritage affects every¬ 
body and we encourage 
visitors to come and leam 
how important food pro¬ 
duction is. 

“We must continue to 
support our rural com¬ 
munities - it is so impor¬ 
tant to keep these 
traditions going.” 

The society is reaching 
out to the farmers of the 
future through a range of 
projects to keep local 
people living and work¬ 
ing on the land. 

And charity bosses 
even hope to introduce 
agricultural teaching in 
schools, with a long-term 
rollout of lessons planned 
for the next few years. 

Mrs Hart added: “The 
whole spectrum of farm¬ 
ing culture is displayed 
throughout the show, but 
our main fundraising as¬ 
pect is to support local 
students embarking on a 
career in agriculture. 

“Everything we do is 
based on sharing knowl¬ 
edge with the younger 
generation. 

“Farming has never 
been more relevant to the 


wider community and we 
are committed to sup¬ 
porting rural Dorset’s 


way of life.” 

NFU President Meurig 
Raymond said farmers in 


the Bridport area needed 
to be “given the green 
light” to keep producing, 
and urged consumers to 
join industry leaders in 
backing British farming. 


He told View From 
Bridport: “Travelling 

across the country, I see 
fantastic farms on a daily 
basis that are efficient

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Council staff set to strike again

COUNCIL staff provid¬ 
ing vital public services 
in Bridport could strike 
again as early as October, 
as the dispute over their 
pay continues to cause 
disruption. 

Major unions GMB, 
UNISON and Unite 
agreed last week to esca¬ 
late their efforts with a 
campaign running into 
the autumn. 

The three unions have 
agreed for their members 
in schools and local gov¬ 
ernment to run a coordi¬ 


nated strike on Tuesday 
October 14th, a few days 
ahead of a major national 
demonstration. 

And leaders say they 
will not back down over 
the running dispute. 

Brian Strutton, GMB 
National Secretary for 
Public Services, said: 
“Our members in GMB, 
UNISON and Unite ex¬ 
pect us to maximise our 
joint effectiveness and 
that is why we are an¬ 
nouncing the next strike 
together. 


“Our members deserve 
a fair pay deal and we 
have to fight together to 
achieve that. 

“Council leaders should 
reconsider their parsimo¬ 
nious pay offer and do 
the right thing by their 
staff.” 

Strike action affected 
Bridport residents last 
month, with the Sir John 
Colfox School and Brid¬ 
port Primary School both 
closed for a day. 


And Union members, 
including teaching assis¬ 
tants and school meals 
staff, are due to take to 
the streets in October, 
alongside council staff 
such as street cleaners, 
care workers and librari¬ 
ans. 

Heather Wakefield, 
UNISON’S Head of 
Local Government, said: 
“As sister unions, we 
stand together to make 
sure that our members 


are treated with decency 
and respect. 

“Our members cannot 
afford to carry on prop¬ 
ping up local services 
through their pay pack¬ 
ets. 

“Many are low-paid 
women who are being 
forced to resort to food 
banks and payday loan 
sharks just to survive. 

“We need to put the 
heart back into local gov¬ 
ernment by paying a liv¬ 
ing wage.” 

Ahead of the action, 


Councillor Spencer 
Flower, Leader of Dorset 
County Council, said 
steps would be taken to 
minimise the impact of 
the strike action, with pri¬ 
ority given to key serv¬ 
ices. 

He said: “The impact 
the strike will have on 
staffing and services will 
be assessed nearer to the 
time. 

“We will continue to 
work closely with the 
unions involved to find 
out how local people will

COMMUNITY groups 
and organisations have 
just a few days left to 
apply for funding support 
from Bridport Town 
Council. 

Each year the council 
dips into a treasure chest 
of community funds to 


support local groups 
through its annual grants 
scheme. 

Grants can be allocated 
for specific projects, un¬ 
dertaken by organisa¬ 
tions, which benefit the 
residents of Bridport. 

And applications for fi¬ 


nancial support must be 
submitted to the council 
by Monday (August 
18th) in order for groups 
to benefit from the 
scheme this year. 

A town council 
spokesperson said: 
“Bridport Town Council 


awards grants each year 
to local organisations that 
work for the benefit of 
the town. 

“The grants are in¬ 
tended for charitable, 
voluntary or similar bod¬ 
ies, and not for private 
organisations or individ¬ 


uals . Preference is 
normally given to organ¬ 
isations that have raised 
part of the funding 
themselves and organisa¬ 
tions that benefit a wide 
group of people in Brid¬ 
port.” 

Last year the council 
dished out almost 
£25,000 in grants, offer¬ 
ing substantial continued 
support for the Arts Cen¬ 
tre, Leisure Centre, Mu¬ 
seum and Citizens’ 
Advice Bureau. 

But smaller donations 
were also awarded to 
community organisa¬ 
tions, ranging from the 
Women’s Institute and 
50+ Forum, to music 
groups and pre-schools. 

Cash sums were also 


granted to the Bridport 
Area Development Trust, 
the West Bay Commu¬ 
nity Forum and Chancery 
House Day Centre, 
among others. 

And residents are once 
again being encouraged 
to send in their requests 
for cash to support proj¬ 
ects in the town. 

Application forms can 
be downloaded from the 
council’s website www. 
bridport-tc.gov.uk and 
must be received by the 
town clerk at the council 
offices by 5pm on Mon¬ 
day (August 18th).

Coast survives the 
worst of Bertha 


WEST Bay survived the remnants of 
ex-hurricane Bertha unscathed at the 
weekend, as the effects of the storm 
left little impact on the West Dorset 
coastline. 

Flood alerts had been issued for 
Sunday as the last of the weather sys¬ 
tem passed over the South West, with 
warnings in place for West Bay, 
Seatown, Bothenhampton and Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock ahead of the storm. 

But the Environment Agency’s 
flood alerts were no longer in force 
by Monday morning, as heavy rain 
and strong gusts left their mark else¬ 
where in the country. 

Experts at the Met Office had pre¬ 
dicted winds of more than 50mph 
across the South West coast, and 
some gusts were recorded exceeding 


that speed in Devon. 

Meteorologists were warning of 
possible tree damage and a risk of lo¬ 
calised coastal flooding as the hurri¬ 
cane moved towards the UK from 
the Atlantic. 

Dorset County Council also briefed 
residents on the conditions, with 
campsites and caravan parks among 
the coastal destinations told to pre¬ 
pare for heavy rain and the potential 
for waterlogged conditions during 
Sunday morning. 

But the threat to the coastline 
caused nothing like the chaos expe¬ 
rienced by residents earlier this year, 
when homes were evacuated due to 
the severe storms. 

A spokesman for the Portland 
Coastguard, which co-ordinates op¬ 


erations in West Bay, said the coast¬ 
line had “escaped the worst” of the 
weather at the weekend. 

But he warned that already unsta¬ 
ble cliffs, at East Beach and along the 
West Dorset coast, were still at risk. 

“The whole length of the coastline 
is fairly unstable but we have already 
had reports of people sitting on the 
cliff edge. 

“These cliffs have been unstable 
for years anyway. The message re¬ 
mains to steer clear of the cliffs, 
whether you are walking along the 
beach underneath, or on the top.” 

The weather is expected to remain 
showery with brisk winds throughout 
this week, before gradually improv¬ 
ing. 


Search is on to trace owner of family photos 


A BRIDPORT woman is on a mission 
to return a set of treasured family 
photographs to their original owner, 
after her stepfather stumbled upon 
the pictures by accident. 

John Warren, a car delivery driver, 
found the black and white images in 
one of his company's vehicles years 
ago, and had intended to trace the 
owner. 

But over time the pictures were ti¬ 
died away and forgotten about, be¬ 
fore his stepdaughter, Laura Carter, 
decided to take up the challenge. 

She said: "We were going through 
the old paperwork last week and 
came across them again. 

"There is no chance now that his 
company would know which car 
they were found in, but the original 
photograph that is in it with several 
enlargements is stamped with'Peter 
S. Smith, West Dorset Studio, 31 East 
Street, Bridport'. 

"We would just like to return the 
photos, as they obviously meant a 
lot to whoever had them copied and 
enlarged." 

An envelope found with the pic¬ 
tures also has a listing for Pinns Pho¬ 
tographic with the name'Mr Harris' 
printed, but so far the pair has been 
unable to track down anyone con¬ 


nected to the images. 

She added: "As the original was 
taken in Bridport and there is a list¬ 
ing for Pinns in Bridport, we feel 
there is a good chance the owner, or 
relatives are probably local to the 
area. 

"As we have the original along 
with the copies, we thought per¬ 
haps we might have the only copies 
and were saddened to think a family 
may have lost an emotional keep¬ 
sake. 


"I wondered if I might be able to 
find a telephone number in the 
directory for Harris in Bridport, and 
the age of the photograph and the 
army uniform seem to fit in with 
an account of one man I found on¬ 
line. 

"We think he now lives in Woburn 
Sands near Milton Keynes and so I 
have also been trying to contact 
people in that area too, hoping that 
someone might be able to show 
him the photo."

coast. 

The group had been caught be¬ 
tween the cliffs and the river, with 
tides rising, and one of the group 
was said to have been in the water 


in a distressed state. 

A team of eight officers were 
preparing to leave the station 
to assist the youths but were 
stood down as the youths had man¬ 
aged to remove themselves from 
danger. 

And a Coastguard spokesperson 


has subsequently urged visitors to 
be prepared for all eventualities 
when taking a trip to the coast. 

The spokesperson said: “The 
Coastguard recommends always 
being prepared for your trip to the 
coast and being aware of the state 
of the tide and the sea conditions, 


which on the day was quite rough. 

“Take with you the appropriate 
clothing for your trip and always 
carry a charged mobile phone. 

“Do not attempt to climb the cliffs 
as they are very unstable and if you 
find yourself in difficulty, dial 999 
and ask for the Coastguard.”

council West Dorset and 
various contractors to 
tackle the severe and pro¬ 
longed period of storms. 

Mr Armfield said “the 
plan worked and I think 
we should stick to that”, 
adding that extreme 
weather and events were 
likely to bee more fre¬ 
quent. 

Environment director 
David Evans said it was “a 


very good example of our 
partnership with West 
Dorset” with engineers 
and emergency planning 
teams coming to the fore 
and a good relationship 
with the Environment 
Agency. 

Chairman Councillor 
Mike Byatt said the opera¬ 
tion to deal with the 
storms and their aftermath 
was “a big success story”.

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Ten Ways To Enjoy Hassle-Free Holiday Car Hire 


WITH the summer holidays now in full swing, the 
British Vehicle Rental and Leasing Association 
(BVRLA) has created a list of the ten things travellers 
can do to have a smooth car rental experience. 

"Whether you're heading abroad to the Italian 
lakes or going on a staycation to one of Britain's 
beaches, a hire car is the ideal way to have an en¬ 
joyable holiday this summer," said BVRLA Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive Gerry Keaney. 

"Car rental is more flexible than public transport 
and far more cost-effective than taking taxis every¬ 
where, so it gives millions of tourists the freedom to 
explore their destination in comfort and at their 
own pace. 

"There are more than 10 million car rental trans¬ 
actions every year, and the vast majority are without 
complaint due to high standards of customer serv¬ 
ice. However, both customers and car rental staff 
can make mistakes during this busy time of the year, 
so we've put together a list of the top ten ways to 
enjoy hassle-free car hire." 

1: Beware of bogus car rental companies. It's all 
too easy to be hoodwinked by a bogus company 
offering very low prices and nationwide availability, 
even for last minute bookings. So remember - if it 
looks or sounds too good to be true, it probably is. 
2: Use a BVRLA member. Seeing the BVRLA logo 
on the website or in the branch when you're book¬ 
ing is a sign that you are dealing with a reputable 
company that has been vetted and operates to a 
professional code of conduct. Using a member also 
means you can use our conciliation service in the 
unlikely event of any dispute. You can find BVRLA 
members near you by using our website: 
www.carhire.bvrla.co.uk 

3: Do your homework. If you're relying on a price 
comparison or aggregator site when getting 
quotes, pay close attention to what is and isn't in¬ 


cluded in the price. Many only give you a basic 
drive-away cost that may not include your specific 
requirements for things like additional drivers, child 
seats or sat-navs. Plus, some rental companies 
charge extra if you can't return the vehicle to the 
same location or are leaving the country. 

4: Read the paperwork. Make sure you read and 
understand the terms and conditions of your con¬ 
tract with the rental company. Ask for a copy prior 
to your rental, so that you can read it in your own 
time rather than when you've just arrived at your 
destination. This ensures you have plenty of time to 
read it through, and means you can call the rental 
company to discuss any questions you may have. 
5: Understand the insurance excess and waivers. 
People take different approaches to risk, and often 
change their mind, so rental companies offer a va¬ 
riety of products to help consumers reduce their li¬ 
ability in the event of an accident or incident. With 
this in mind, it's vital to check if there are any exclu¬ 
sions to your loss/damage waiver or your insurance. 
In many cases, windscreens, tyres and roof damage 
are not covered. It's also worth thinking ahead 
about what sort of cover you want. Whatever you 
do, don't leave your decision until you arrive at your 
destination. 

6: Find a fuelling option that suits you. Your car 
rental quote will not include fuel. Most companies 
will give you the option of buying a tank of fuel from 
them and returning the car empty or returning it 
with a full tank. Remember what you agreed to, oth¬ 
erwise you could end up gifting the rental company 
a free tank of fuel or paying an extra charge to have 
the tank re-filled. 

7: Tell the rental firm how you plan to use the ve¬ 
hicle. Make sure that you tell the rental company if 
you're going to take the vehicle abroad - some 
companies won't let you take rental cars into certain 


countries. You'll also need relevant documentation, 
such as a VE103B certificate and proof that you're 
insured to drive the vehicle in that country. It's al¬ 
ways worth doing your research on local traffic reg¬ 
ulations, restricted zones (e.g.: London Congestion 
Zone) or tolls (e.g.: Dartford Tunnel). Your rental 
company will be happy to advise you if you ask. 

8: Arrive prepared. Remember to turn up at the 
rental desk with the credit card you used to make 
your booking and both parts of your driving licence 
- the paper counterpart and the photocard. Ensure 
you have thought about whether you are prepared 
to pay for any extra cover or an upgrade, and take a 
copy of your rental confirmation and terms and 
conditions so you know what you have already 
agreed or paid for. 

9: Check the vehicle over before you drive away. 

Do a thorough inspection, inside and out, walking 
all the way around the vehicle. Note every single 
chip, dent and scratch. Pay particular attention to 
the wheels, windscreen and lights, which are com¬ 
mon damage areas. Don't sign any paperwork until 
you have read it through and are happy with it. Be¬ 
fore you drive the hire vehicle away, familiarise your¬ 
self with all of its controls - lights, windscreen wipers 
etc. 

10: Don't just drop and dash. When returning your 
vehicle, allow plenty of time so you can check over 
the vehicle's condition with a rental agent present. 
This is particularly important if you're returning a car 
to a busy rental site, such as an airport. It's always 
best to return the vehicle during opening hours so 
that someone can check it over with you and sign 
the condition report. If you return a vehicle outside 
these hours, you're liable for any damage that oc¬ 
curs between the drop-off and the inspection. If this 
situation can't be avoided, take pictures of the car 
to prove the condition you left it in. 


Ford Reveals That One in Three 
Young Brits Have Taken a 
'Selfie'While Driving 


FORD research for its acclaimed Driving Skills 
for Life programme has revealed that young 
Brit drivers are the most likely to take a 'selfie' 
while at the wheel. 

According to the survey, British drivers 
were the most likely to photograph them¬ 
selves (a 'selfie') while on the move (33 per 
cent), ahead of counterparts in Germany (28 
per cent), France (28 per cent), Romania (27 
per cent), Italy (26 per cent), Spain (18 per 
cent), and Belgium (17 per cent). 

The survey of 7,000 smartphone users aged 
18-24 from across Europe also showed one in 
four people had used social media sites be¬ 
hind the wheel; and that young male drivers 
were the most likely to ignore the risks. 
Nearly all drivers surveyed agreed the activi¬ 
ties were dangerous. 

Ford has found that snapping a'selfie'at the 
wheel could distract a driver for Msec, and 
checking social media distracts for as much 
as 20sec - long enough, at 60mph, to travel 
the length of five football pitches. 

Kevin Clinton, head of road safety at the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents 
(RoSPA), said:"Ford's survey is very disturbing 
and is another example of how using new 
technology, such as smartphones, inappro¬ 
priately can create serious risks to people's 
lives. Taking a selfie while driving will signifi¬ 
cantly distract the driver, reducing their 
awareness of what is happening on the road 
around them and slowing their reactions. In 
2012, 71 people were killed and almost 500 
seriously injured in crashes involving in-vehi- 


cle distractions." 

Car crashes are the leading cause of death 
for young drivers and Ford last year intro¬ 
duced to Europe the award-winning Ford 
Driving Skills for Life programme to provide 
hands-on training to more than 5,000 18-24- 
year-olds and online training for thousands 
more. 

The company is now expanding its free 
Ford Driving Skills for Life programme across 
the UK (https://forddsfl.co.uk) to include Glas¬ 
gow, home to the 2014 Commonwealth 
Games, on September 18-20, followed by 
Gaydon, Warwickshire, October 4-5 and 
Chobham, Surrey, October 7-9. The updated 
training programme will highlight the dan¬ 
gers of taking a"selfie"and other smartphone 
and social media activities behind the wheel. 

"Taking a'selfie'has for many young people 
quickly become an integral part of everyday 
life - but it's the last thing you should be 
doing behind the wheel of a car," said Jim 
Graham, Ford Driving Skills for Life manager. 
"It is deeply worrying that so many young 
drivers admit to taking a photo while driving 
and we will be doing all we can to highlight 
the potential dangers through driver educa¬ 
tion." 

Ford Driving Skills for Life was launched in 
the US 10 years ago and has provided hands- 
on training to more than 100,000 young driv¬ 
ers around the world. So far in Europe, the 
programme has been rolled out in the UK, 
Germany, France, Romania, Italy, Spain and 
Belgium.

"Last season the club asked to use some of the play¬ 
ers but were firmly rebuked by their manager who 
claimed he didn't want to expose his players to men's 
football. 

"Yet later in the season I notice that they are playing 
for Beaminster and other Perry Street League clubs, 
which in my opinion is much more physical than 
Dorset League football. 

I would also think it was disappointing for the 
youth players who have the opportunity to play at a 
higher level but are being held back."
